REPORT OF THE TRIBUNAL 

REPORT OF THE UNLAWFUL ACTIVITIES (PREVENTION) 
TRIBUNAL CONSISTING OF HON’BLE MS. JUSTICE REVA 
KHETRAPAL. JUDGE. DELHI HIGH COURT 

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 of 

the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act 1967 (37 of 1967) (hereinafter 
referred to as the ‘Act’), the Central Government has declared the United 
Liberation Front of Asom as ‘Unlawful Association’ vide Notification No. 
S.O. 2746(E) dated 27.11.2008. 
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2. The Centraj Government has opined vide its notification no. 2746 dated 

27.11.2008 that IJLFA has continued to:- 

(i) indulge in various illegal and violent activities intended to 
disrupt the sovereignly and territorial integrity of India in 
furtherance of its obective of liberating Assam; 

(ii) align itself with other unlawful associations of North Eastern 
Region to secede Assam from India; 

(iii) in pursuance of its aims and objectives, engaged in several 
unlawful and violent activities during the currency of its 
declaration as an unlawful association; 

(iv) procure and induct more illegal arms and ammunitions from 
across the border; 

(v) extort and collect huge funds and illegal taxes from the public for 
its unlawful activities. 

3. A look at its Constitution shows that the United Liberation Front of 
Asom (hereinafter referred to as the ’IJUFA’) and the various wings thereof was 

formed on 7^^*^ April, 1979 with the avowed objective of “liberation of Assam 
from the Indian Union through an anned struggle. The outfit allegedly 
continues to pursue this objective in alliance with other amied scessionisl 
organisations of the North East Region, and was initially declared as an 
'unlawful associatioiv under the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 


w ith effect from the 27^*' November, 1990 for professing the: 
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(i) aim of liberating Assam from India; 

♦ 

(ii) for indulging in various illegal and violent activities with a view 
to disrupt the sovereignty and integrity of India and to create a 
deep sense of insecurity among the people; 

(iii) for extorting money, committing murder of political leaders, 
police officials, businessmen and others; 

(iv) indulging in threats, intimidation, kidnapping of people, 

snatching of fire arms from license holders, dacoities, highway 

robberies and lotting of banks, forcible occupation of lands and 
buildings. 

4. The notification dated it November, 1990 declaring ULFA as 
^unlawful association’ was extended from time to time and at present the 
notification by which this outfit has been declared an ‘unlawful association 

under the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act 1967 is valid upto the 26 
November 2008. This outfit is also declared as a ‘terrorist organisation under 

Section 35 of the aforesaid Act. 

5. Since 1991 and upto 15‘^ October, 2008, the ULFA is alleged to have 
been responsible for the killing of 1984 persons including 368 police 

personnel. During the year 2008 (upto 15* October, 2008), it is staled, the 
ULFA cadres have killed 43 persons including 3 personnel of security tore, s in 
117 incidents of violence, and have been respo isible for the killing o 185 
persons including 7 personnel of security forces, in 201 ir.. ideiits dtirii.i im. 
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corresponding period of 2007. During 2007, the killing by UkFA had reached 

an ail lime high with 12.4 per cent increase in violent incidents and 8J.3 

pcrccni increase in killing as compared to the previous year. Recent reports 

indicate thal l]!..l-A was involved in the nine serial blasts in diiTerent districts 

of Lower .Assam on 30^*^ Oct' 08 which resulted in the killing of 76 persons 
and injured over 351 persons though DLFA has denied their involvement in 
these blasts. 

6. In view of the aforesaid, the Central Oovernment has opined that d is 
neccssarv U> declare the ULT’A as an 'unlawful association' under the Act lor a 
further period of two v ears; and that there should not be any gap between the 
dale on w liich the declaration of this outfit as 'an unlawful association’ cwpircs 
and tile I'resh dale I'or declaration of this outft as 'an unlawful association', as 
anv delav would give undue advarilage to the outft. It was, therefore, deemed 
neccssarv to declare this outft as 'unlawful association' with immediate elieet 
from 27" Nm ember, 2608 under the proviso to sub-.^eclion (3) of Section 3 ol 
the Unlawful .Activ ities (Prevention) .Act. 1067. 

7. l:\crcising powers conferred by sub-Section {1) ol Section 5 ol the Act, 
the Mmisirv of Home .Affairs, (jovcrnmenl of India, vide its subsequent 

N'ldifcaiion No. S.0.2943(1:.) dated 19^^’ December 2(K)8. constituted this 
Irihunal for the purpose of adjudicating whctiier or not there was sulfcient 
cause for declaring the UI.f A of .Assam as unlawful association and made 
reference to this I ribunal through Mr. R.R .lha. l.)ircctor{Nf'..lI) vide Rcterencc

8. The Reference was received by this I ribunal on 23"'* December, 2008. 

9. Having received the Reference, vide order dated 23'"^ December, 2008 

this Iribunal listed the Reference for preliminar> hearing on 12"’ January. 
2009. 

10. On consideration of the Reference and the material placed on record by 
the Central Government, in pursuance ol the provisions ol sub-section (2) ol 
Section 4 of the Act. this Tribunal by its order dated 12.01.2009 issued notice 
to the ULFA, through the Chief Secretary of the respective States, to show 
cause in writing within 30 days from the date of the service of such notice, 
why the ULFA should not be declared an unlawful association. By the said 
order, this Tribunal further directed that the notice shall be served on the 
aforesaid Association on the addresses as may be available by publication in 
two daily National and two local newspapers published in the locality where 
the ULFA has its establishments or its presence is known in the State ol Assam 
and outside, as well as in the electronic and print media and also by affixing a 
copy thereof to some conspicuous parts of the office, if any, of the said 
Association, and by serving a copy of such notice, where possible, on the 
principal office bearers, if any, of the Association at their addresses by 
registered post or otherwise. The proclamation about the contents of the notice 
was also ordered to be made by beat of drum as well as by means ot 
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loudspeakers in areas where the activities of the said Association are ordinarily 

carried on. It was additionally directed that the notice should also be ser\ed by 

pasting the said notice on the Notice Board ol' the office of each District 
Magistrate T ehsildar at the Headquarters of the District or Tchsil and the office 

of the Depul) Conimissioner and at market places, as feasible. 

11. In order to ascertain the position of service and for further proceedings, 
the matter was directed to be listed on 27'^' February. 2009. In the meanwhile, 
the Central (joverninent and the (jovernments of Assam. Meghala>’a. 
Arunachal Pradesh and Nagaland were ordered to submit their affidavits and 
documents in support of the grounds on which the aforesaid Association was 
1 i ab 1 e to be d ec 1 ared un 1 aw fu 1. 

12. .Affidavits of service were filed by -Shri R.R. Jha, Director t('i the 
Government of India. Ministry of Home Affairs. New Delhi; Shri S.K.. Roy. 
Joint Secretary to the Government of Assam. Political (A ) Department. Assam 
Secretariat, Dispur. Guwahati: Dr. Shreeranjan. Commissioner and Secretary 
to the Government of Meghalaya. Political Department, Shillong, Meghalava: 
Mr. Avinash Kumar Mishra, Principal Resident Commissioner, Government of 
Arunachal Pradesh and Ms. Khrienuo Metha. Joint Resident Commissioner to 
the Government of Nagaland. 

13. In the affidavit of service filed by Shri R.R. Jha, Director to the 
Government of India. Ministry of Home Affairs, New Delhi it is stated that 


pursuant to the order dated 12.01.2009. the Government of Assam and the 
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Government of Meghalaya had taken all effective steps for effective service of 
notice. 

14. The affidavit of service of Shri S.K. Roy, Joint Secretary to the 
Government of Assam, Political (A) Department, Assam Secretariat, Dispur, 
Guwahati dated 17''^ February, 2009 states that the notice issued by this 
Tribunal was published in the local Hindi newspaper “Prata Khabar” on 
28.01.2009, and the vernacular major Assamese newspapers ‘^Dainik 
Janambhumi” on 13.02.2009, ^‘Ajir Dainik Batori’^ on 13.02.2009 and ‘^Amar 
Asom” on 28.01.2009. Copies of the newspaper clippings were filed with the 
affidavit. The notice was also stated to have been broadcast and telecast from 
the Doordarshan Kendra in the Evening Regional News on 28.01.2009 and the 
original confirmation letter issued by the Doordarshan Kendra, Guwahati was 
filed with the affidavit. The notice was also stated to have been served by beat 
of drum and announcement through loudspeakers in conspicuous places, haats 
and bazaars and also by pasting of the notice at the office of the District 
Magistrate/Tehsildar and at the Police Station. Apart from this, the notice was 
also stated to have been served on the family members of known IJLFA 
activists in the presence of independent witnesses. Such an exercise w as slated 
to have been carried out in 23 Districts of Assam where the aforesaid unlawful 
organisation (ULFA) has been carrying on its activities, namely, Nagaon, 
Sonitpur, Morigaon, Guwahati City, Goalpara, Nalbari, Jorhat. Dhemaji, 
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Darrang, Sivasagar. Tinsukia, Dibrugarh, Karbi A.ng!ong, Bongaigaon. 
Kokrajhar, Golaghat, Barpeta, Dhubri, Udalguri, Lakliimpur, Chirang, Kamrup 
and Baksa. Copies of the letters mentioning service of notice on ULFA sent by 
the respective Superintendents of Police of the above-mentioned Districts were 
filed with the affidavit. 

15. In the affidavit of service filed by Dr. Shreeranjan, Commissioner and 
Secretary to the Government of Meghalaya, Political Department, Shillong, 
Meghalaya it is slated that pursuant to the order dated 12.01.2009 passed by 
this Tribunal, the i.ssuance of show cause notice to the UI FA under sub-section 
(2) of Section 4 of the Act, 1967 was given wide publicity, both in the 
electronic and print media, especially in tlie Districts of the State of 
Meghalaya, where the Ul,FA is vciy active. It is firther staled that the notice 
vvas published in several newspapers including the National English newspaper 
“The Indian Express'' on 12'*’ February, 2009 (Annexure-'A-1' ). the local 
English newspaper “Shillong Times’' on 12**’ Fcbruar>, 2009 {Anncxurc-'A-2'), 
the vernacular newspaper “Salantini Janera” on 12'’’ Februarv', 2009 
{Annexure-'A-3') and another local newspaper “U Nongsain Himn” on 12'*' 
Februar>% 2009 (Annexure-’A-4') The contents of the notifications/noticcs 
were also broadcast on 12**’ February, 2009 evening in Khasi, Garo anti .laintia 


bulletins and telecast through the Shillong Station of All India Radio and 
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through the Doordarshan Kendra, Shillong at 6.30 p.m. on 11.02.2009 

(Annexure-'A-5'). Additionally, it is stated that the notifications/notices had 
also been hung on the notice board of the Deputy Commissioner's office in the 
West Garo Hills District, the East Garo Hills District and West Khasi Hills 
District of the State (Aimexure-'A-6'). 

16. An affidavit of service was also filed by Shri Avinash Kumar Mishra, 

Principal Resident Commissioner, Government of Arunachal Pradesh dated 
22"*’ March, 2009, stating that the service of the show cause notice issued by 
this Tribunal on 12.01.2009 was complete, having been published in the 
National English newspaper “Times of India”, Guwahati Edition, in its 
publication dated 03.03.2009, “The Telegraph Newspaper”, Guwahati Edition, 
in its publication on 05.03.2009, “The Arunachal Times” newspaper in its 
publication on 07.02.2009 and in the daily newspaper “Arunachal Front” in its 
publication on 07.02.2009. It is further stated that the show cause notice was 
telecast on all local channels of the cable network from 13.02.2009 to 
07.03.2009 as confirmed by the Manager of the local cable network on 
06.03.2009 and was broadcast on AIR Itanagar on 03.03.2009 and 04.03.2009 
in English and Hindi at 6.00 pm. as confirmed by the Programme Executive of 
All India Radio, Itanagar on 05.03.2009. The news item in this regard was 
also telecast on the North-East news of the Doordarshan Kendra on 18j(^.2009 
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at 7.15 p.m. and confirmation in this regard was received on 19,02.2009 from 

the Head of Office, Doordarshan Kendra, Ttanagar. The Deputy Commissioner 
of Tirap District, Khonsa on 05.03.2009, the Deputy Commissioner, 

Changlang District on 04.03.2009, the Deputy Commissioner, Lohit District, 

Tezu on 04.03.2009 and the Deputy Commissioner, Lower Debang Valley 
District on 05.03.2009, confirmed that the notification and the show cause 
notice had been affixed on the notice boards in the entire District and 
announcements had been made through the public address system in all circles 
of the District. The Deputy Commissioners of the various Districts also 
confirmed service of notice. 

17. An affidavit of service was also filed by Ms. Khrienuo Metha, Joint 
Resident Commissioner to the Government of Nagaland dated 26'*' March, 

2009 to the effect that pursuant to the orders passed by this Tribunal, the 
issuance of show cause notice to ULFA was given wide publicity both in the 
electronic and print media. Copies of newspaper clippings containing the 
notice in the “Nagaland Post” Daily Newspaper Edition dated 19.03.2009, the 
“Eastern Mirror” Daily Newspaper Edition dated 19.03.2009 and the “Morung 
Express” Daily Newspaper Edition dated 19.03.2009 were annexed with the 
affidavit. It was also stated that the contents of the notice had been broadcast 


through the Kohima Station of All India Radio and had also been telecast 






through Ac E>o 0 rtfMsli*m Kcn<hra, Kohm^^ The notice 1»d also been displayed 
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on the notice boards of Ae Depidy Commissioner’s office of various Districts 
in the State. 

18. In the aforesaid m«iner, m^ices were duly served on Ae ULFA in the 
States of Assam, Meghalaya, Arunachal PradeA and Nagaland. However, no 
objections/rq)lics/written sunoneiits were filed by or on behalf of Ae ULFA 
wiAin the stipulated period of 30 days from Ae date of Ae service of Ae 
notice or even aftw the said period. Thore was also no ^pcarance on behalf of 
Ac ULFA ciAer in person or through counsel. However, an unsigned letter 
was received from one Shri Ghanshyam Deka dated 04.02.2009 to Ae effect 
Aat he was a member of Ae United Liberation Frtmt of Assam (ULFA), but 
had returned to Ae mainstream before Ae administration on 01.11.2007 and in 
view Aereof, he was not Ae right person to give any comment over Ac 
notification referred to in the notice. 

19. The Governments of Assam, Me^alaya and Arunachal Pradesh led 
evidence by way of affidavits supported wiA documents. 

20. Hearing was held by Ae Tribunal in Ae first instance at Shillong, Hotel 
Pinewood on 26*^ and 27* April, 2009, where at Ae outset. Dr. Shreeranjan, 
Commissioner & Seeretaay, Govemmeitt irf Mc^laya, Political Department, 
Shillong placed on record Ac extracts of Ae daily newspapers, viz., the 
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“Mawphor” dated 20® April, 2009, the “Meghalaya Guardian” dated 28” April, 
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2009 and the “Salantini Janera”, Tura Mangolbar dated April 21, 2009 
evidencing issuance of public notice that the Tribunal would be recording the 
evidence of the States of Meghalaya, Arunachal Pradesh and Assam on the 26**’ 
and 27 of April, 2009 at 10.30 a.m. Dr. Shreeranjan also placed on record the 
confirmation received from the Prasar Bharti Broadcasting Corporation of 
India, Doordarshan Kendra, Lathkore Peak, Shillong (Meghalaya) with regard 
to the broadcasting of the hearing of the Tribunal, as a news format, during 
their news based programme “City Scan” in Khasi and in English, on 
18.04.2009 (Saturday) evening. 

21. As per the evidence of SW-1, Dr. Shreeranjan, who tendered in 
evidence his affidavit along with Annexure A-1 to A-11 exhibited as Exhibit 
SW-l/A (collectively), predominantly the problem in Meghalaya in respect of 
the illegal and unlawful activities of ULFA is in the East Garo Hills and in the 
West Garo Hills. The ULFA, the witness stated, was primarily engaged in the 
illegal and unlawful activities of kidnapping, extortion, demand for ransom, 
use and possession of illegal arms and ammunitions and killing of innocent 
persons. The ULFA also had linkages with certain groups in Bangladesh 
carrying on illegal and unlawful activities; and the East and West Garo Hills 


were being used as transit points for illegal immigration from Bangladesh into 
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India. The aims and objectives of ULFA were anti-National, being to secede 

from the country. The propaganda spread by them was that India is in illegal 
occupation of their territory. The main targets of ULFA were the armed forces 
and the members of the executive, apart from innocent persons. Their 
activities which were earlier by and large covert had as of today become more 
overt. Several ULFA cadres had been apprehended along with arms and 
ammunitions, as depicted in Annexures A-7, A-8, A-9 and A-10 (collectively) 
to the Affidavit. Certain groups of ULFA had even surrendered to the 
Meghalaya Government. On 28.08.2008, some ULFA cadres had served a 
demand notice on Shri Surjya Kumar Gogoi, Branch Manager, State Bank of 
India at Resubelpara, East Garo Hills District demanding a sum of 
Rs.5,00,000/- (Rupees Five Lakhs only). The said demand note was appended 
as Annexure A-11 with his affidavit. The ULFA, according to the witness, had 
links with other militant organisations, such as Liberation of A'chik Elite Force 
(LAEF) and People's Liberation Front (PLF). The ban with regard to their 
illegal activities was necessary as they were now operating openly in the East 
and West Garo Hills. In case their activities were not banned, he stated, it 
could result in irreparable damage to the integrity of the country. 

22. SW-2, Mr. D. Vijay Kumar, District Magistrate of East Garo Hills 

District deposed that the ULFA was very active in the East Garo Hills District 
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and that its illegal activities, which had started in the District in the year 2007, 


had increased in the year 2008. He stated that the ULFA maintained links with 
many other illegal organisations and had active links with the National 
Socialist Council of Nagaland (Isak-Muivah) (NSCN-IM), Liberation of 
A'chik Elite Force (LAEF), People’s Liberation Front (PLF) and A'chik 
National Volunteers Council (ANVC). The witness also corroboraied the 
statement of SW-1, Dr. Shreeranjan with regard to the aims and objectives of 
ULFA, the nature of the unlawful activities being carried on by the ULFA and 
the fact that the East Garo Hills District was being used as the transit point for 
the illegal immigration of Bangladeshi nationals into Indian territory. The 
witness tendered in evidence his affidavit with its enclosures, being Annexure- 
I to Annexure-VI, exhibited as Exhibit SW-2/B (collectively), proving on 
record copies of FIRs and Seizure Memos in respect of the incidents alleged to 
have taken place in the East Garo Hills District on various dates as well as a 
chart as furnished by the Superintendent of Police, East Garo Hills District, 
containing the extracts of Police records corresponding to the criminal cases 
mentioned in the affidavit of the witness. 

23. SW-3, Mr. Sylvester Nongtnger, Superintendent of Police, East Garo 

Hills, Williamnagar deposed that affidavit dated 2T‘ February, 2009 was sworn 
by him and that he tendered in evidence the said affidavit with Annexures I to 
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VI as Exhibit SW-3/C (Collectively). The said Annexures comprised of c<^ies 
of the FIRs and Seizure Memos relating to the various cases registered against 
the ULFA. A chart of cases pending against the ULFA was also tendered in 
evidence. The witness submitted that the main targets of the organisation were 
the Government officials, including the Police personnel, and the members of 
the business community. The main supporter of the organisation was the 
National Socialist Council of Nagaland (Isak-Muivah) (NSCN-IM). Arms 
training and supply was the main help rendered by this organisation. The 
ULFA also had active links with the A'chik National Volunteers Council 
(ANVC) and the Liberation of A'chik Elite Force (LAEF). He stated that 
recently one of the ULFA members, named Palling Hatho, had surrendered 
with his M-20 pistol to the Government of Meghalaya. 

24. SW-4, Mr. F.R. Kharkongor, Deputy Commissioner, West Garo Hills 
District, Tura, Meghalaya tendered in evidence his affidavit dated 24* April, 
2009 Exhibit SW-4/1, and stated that he had also gone through the affidavit of 
SW-5 Shri J.F.K. Marak, Superintendent of Police, West Garo Hills District, 
Tura and the annexures filed alongwith the same and that he fully endorsed the 
same. 

25, SW-5 Mr. J.F.K. Marak, Superintendent of Police, West Garo Hills 
District, Tura, Meghalaya, tendered in evidence his affidavit dated 
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February, 2009 with the enclosures, being Annexures-A to S, as Exhibit SW- 
5/D (collectively) and deposed with regard to the various unlawful activities 
carried on by the ULFA within his District, stating that its cadres were very 
active in his District, especially in the entire Assam-Meghalaya border belt 
under his jurisdiction. He slated that the ULFA was actively supporting the 
nascent militant groups of Garo Hills, like the People’s Liberation Front of 
Meghalaya (PLF-M) and the Liberation of A'chik Elite Force (LAEF) by 
supplying arms and ammunitions and imparting training to the cadres of these 
outfits, which posed a serious threat to the security of the State in general and 
the District in particular. He further stated that the criminal activities of ULFA 
in the West Garo Hills included crimes like extortion, kidnapping, murder, 
carrying of illegal arms and ammunitions in sizeable quantity and for the 
aforesaid purpose, the ULFA cadres were making their best efforts to recruit 
local youth in their cadres. He also deposed that the ULFA had nexus with 
Bangladeshi nationals and was using his District as a corridor for infiltrating 
into the country and for the members of the ULFA to go to Bangladesh, 
whenever necessary. 

26. SW-6, Mr. Supriya Kumar Roy, Joint Secretary, Home and Political 

Department, Assam Sachivalaya, Dispur, Guwahati tendered in evidence his 
affidavit along with its annexures. He stated in his affidavit that despite 
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successive bans which were being imposed on ULFA, the outfit had bc«i 
indulging in various unlawful and violent activities with a view to disrupt the 
peace, sovereignty and integrity of India and to create a deep sense of 
insecurity among the people. According to him, during the period from 
November 27, 2006 to November 26,2008, the^ULFA activists had been found 
involved in a total number of 491 violent incidents in which a total number of 
224 persons were killed, 1027 persons were injured and 12 persons were 
kidnapped for ransom. Ehiring the aforesaid specific time frame, the ULFA 
militants had triggered off 1S2 bomb/grenade blasts,, in the State, besides 
canying on other subversive activities. In the said incidents of bomb blasts, 82 
innocent lives including those of 9 security forces were lost and injuries caused 
to 966 persons. A certified copy of the detailed chart setting out the aforesaid 
incidents District-wise, giving figures of those who were killed and injured 
was submitted by him as Annexure-'B' (Colly.) along with a certified copy of 
the summary of the major unlawful activities of ULFA, which was submitted 
as Annexure-'C to his affidavit. 

27. SW-6, Mr. Supriya Kumar Roy in his affidavit further stated that the 

ULFA was running training camps in Bangladesh and Myanmar, from where 
they had been operating and implementing guerilla warfare by adopting hit and 
run tactics in the territory of Assam. Training camps had been established in 
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the Assam-Arunachal Border areas near Lakhimpur, Dhemaji and Tinsukia 
districts and in the Assam-Meghalaya Border areas adjoining Kamrup, 
Goalpara and Karbi Anglong Districts, The ULFA militants were using 
several clandestine routes for movement to and from Bangladesh and 
Myanmar. The ULFA leaders staying in Bangladesh had observed the .\nmy 
Day of the outfit on March 16, 2008 at Paschim Bakakura training camp 
(Bangladesh) under Jinaighati PS of Sherpur district and in the Motijhee! area 
of Dhaka, and the cadres staying in Boroghazni and Bankakura area had also 
attended the said ftmclion. Paresh Baruah (Commander-in-Chief of ULFA) 
and Biju Deka had explained the significance of the Army Day of the outfit to 
the cadres in Bakakura while Raju Bania had read out the speech of Paresh 
Baruah (C-in-C, ULFA) to the gathering at Motijheel. !n 2008, ULFA had 
also observed its Raising Day (April, 2007) and Army Day (16'’’ March) in the 
flat of Paresh Baruah (C-in-C, ULFA) in Dhaka, where ail ULFA 
leaders/cadres had attended the programme with their families. Arabinda 
Rajkhowa, Chairman, ULFA had read out the presidential speech at the 
function. The aforesaid facts, the witness stated, were divulged by the arrested 
and surrendered ULFA cadres before the Police. He also stided that the ULFA 
cadres were still being imparted training by die Pakistani Intelligence Agency, 
Inter Services Intelligence (ISI) and the Director General of Field Intelligence 
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(in short ‘‘DGFr) of Bangladesh to continue anti-national and terrorist 
activities in the State of Assam as well as in India. The witness also staled that 
the unholy nexus of ULFA with Islamic terrorists, the Director General of 
Field Intelligence (in short “DGFI”, an external intelligence organisation of 
.Bangladesh), the Bangladesh Rifles (in short “BDR”) and the ISl had added a 
new dimension to the internal security scenario of the State as well as of entire 
India. Islamicmilitants had chalked out a plan to hijack an aircraft from 
Guwahati with, the help of ^ULFA. The ULFA was also maintaining 
operational understatniing wtttr^-other insurgent groups ot the North East 
Region, namelyv the Kamtapur^^^^L^ Organisation (KLO), the Manipur 
People's Liberation Front (MPLF) and the Tripura People’s Democratic Front 
(TPDF). Apart from this, the ULFA had been asking the people of Assam to 
boycott the observance of “Republic Day” (26“’ January) and “Independence 
Day” (15‘“ August) in the years 2007 and 2008 and to observe general strike on 
these two specific days in the State. The use of PTD explosives 
(Programmable Time Device explosives) was demonstrated by the ULFA 
during official Independence Day celebrations in Dhemaji in 2004, where 13 
persons including 6 students who were minors died. The outfit was also 
continuing its anti-India and anti-Govemment propaganda through its 
' fortnightly Newsletter “FREEDOM” circulated through the Internet and 
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through the media. Also, the ULFA leadership was still deputing cadres to the 


training camps of Bankakura (Bangladesh) where these cadres were imparted 
expertise in explosives, viz., PTD (Programmable Time Device), Claymore 
Device, LAD (Light Activated Device), etc. The survey conducted by the 
ULFA in Myanmar-China Border for acquisition of sophisticated weaponry 
and transshipment of the same to the State for subversive activitic^s had further 
added a new dimension to the internal security scenario in the State. The 
ULFA leadership had deputed Prabal Neog and Partha Gogoi to survey the 
area for transshipment of weapons from there. Similarly, the ULFA militants 
also dispatched arms, ammunition, grenades, explosives, etc. in several batches 
of small consignments to Assam from Bangladesh through the clandestine 
routes of the West Garo Hills and the South Garo Hills of Meghalaya. The 
ULFA activists had been extorting huge amounts of money from various 
individuals, businessmen, etc. by serving extortion notices on their letter heads 
during the period of November 27, 2006 to November 26, 2008. Many 
unserved extortion notes and letter pads were seized or recovered by the Police 
of different Districts from the ULFA cadres as well as from their hideouts. 
Significantly, many cases of such looting/extortion by the ULFA had remained 
unreported to the Police as the aggrieved persons were unwilling to lodge any 
formal complaint with the Police in apprehension of reprisal by the outfit. The 
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weapons seized at diffemit points of time clearly showed that the ULFA was 

in possession of the latest sophisticated upgnKled light weaponry, which has 
given it enhanced striking capabilities. The ULFA leaderships based in 
Bangladesh had procured sophisticated arms/explosives/ammunition and 
communication devices from many foreign countries. These procured arms 
were dispatched to Assam through Meghalaya and the porous border of 
Myanmar and other safer clandestine routes to continue their subversive 
activities in Assam. The intelligence reports indicated that the ULFA was 
making fresh preparations to launch concerted operations against the 
Army/Police/PMF/Posts/Patrol parties and indulging in targeted killing of 
common people as well as the Hindi speaking populace of Assam. 

28. The witness SW-6, Mr, S.K. Roy also tendered in evidence the 
Constitution of the ULFA (Annexure-A), a detailed chart of the unlawful 
activities of ULFA [Annexure-B (Colly.)], a summary of the major unlawful 
activities of ULFA (Annexure-C), the certified copies of the relevant extracts 
of Interrogation statements of ULFA cadres (i) Prabal Neog, (ii) Ananta Gogoi 
@ Shasanka Baruah, (iii) Noni Khakiary @ Anup Khakiary and debriefing 
statements of (iv) Ranjit Kr. Roy Hazong @ Bakul Roy and (v) Mani Saikia @ 

Bubu Dutta [Annexure-D (Colly.)] and the relevant extracts of the 
interrogation statement of ULFA cadres Mono] Tamuli @ Rahdip (Annexure- 
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E), the certified copies of the relevant extracts of the mouthpiece of the outfit 

“FREEDOM” dated 20.01.2008 [Annexure-F (Colly.)] and the certified copies 

of extortion letters on letterheads of UEFA vv'ith their English translations 

[Annexure-G (Colly.)]. 

29. The affidavit of the witness along with all the above enclosures was 
exhibited as Annexure-6/E (Colly.). Significantly, this witness testified that 
after the filing of his alfidavit dated 27'^ February, 2009, on 6*'’ April, 2009, a 
day prior to the Raising Day of ULFA, the ULFA had caused a bomb 
explosion to take place in the area of Malegaon, The bomb had been fitted into 
a bicycle which was parked in a thickly populated area and the explosion 
resulted in the death of 9 persons and injuries to 62 persons, many ol whom 
were grievously injured. About 15 vehicles were also damaged in the course of 
the explosion. 

30. SW-7, Mr. Pradip Chandra Saloi, Senior Superintendent of Police, City 

Guwahati, in his evidence stated that the affidavit dated 18 Febiuary, 2009 
was deposed to by him and that the Annexures-1 to 24 to the said affidavit 
were certified true copies of the documents derived from the official records, 
exhibited as Exhibit SW-7/F (Colly.). He deposed that in the city of Guwahati 
and in entire Assam, the ULFA was very active and was indulging in large- 
scale unlawftil activities and was waging war against the State. He underlined

that he had cited only eight cases in his affidavit, out of the innumerable cases 

which had arisen as a result of the illegal activities of ULFA, by way of 
evidence. The involvement of ULFA cadres, he testified, was well established 
and well documented in his State. The ULFA cadres were taking shelter from 
time to lime in different parts of the Guwahati City with a view to commit 
subversive activities in the City, and there had been a case in which they had 
been able to catch hold of two ULFA cadres, who had planned to hijack an 
aircraft from the Lokpriya Gopmath Bordoloi International Airport (formerly 
Borjhar Airport) to Rawalpindi (Pakistan) or Afghanistan through Bhutan and 
on interrogation, the two ULFA cadres admitted having planned to commit the 
aforesaid crime. The witness further stated that the ULFA activists had active 
linkages with LTTE terrorists in Sri Lanka, and extremists and fundamentalists 
in Pakistan and Afghanistan, and in particular with the ISI. He stated that 
during the current year, i.e., the year 2009, there had already been six bomb 
blasts in the City of Guwahati at the hands of the ULFA. In the blast which 

took place on 6*^ April, 2009 at Malegaon, 9 persons were killed, 62 persons 
were injured and several vehicles were damaged. 

31. SW-8, Mr. Debajit Hazarika, Superintendent of Police, Kamrup 

District, Assam tendered in evidence his affidavit with all its annexures and 
stated that the activities of the ULFA were widespread in his State, which 
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comprised of extortion at gun-point, terrorising the people by bomb blasts and 
explosions, kidnapping, carry ing of illegal arms and ammunitions and attempt 
to murder. He stated that primarily the ULFA was engaged in waging a war 
against the State and had active nexus with fundamentalists and terrorist 
organisations such as the National Democratic Front of Bodoland (NDFB), 
Harqat-Ul-Mujahideen (HUM) and Harkat-ul-Jihad-al-Islami (HUJI). Clear 
instances of the illegal and unlawful activities of ULFA in the State were cited 
by him with his affidavit, as Annexure-I to Annexure-14. The affidavit of this 
witness along with all its enclosures was exhibited as Exhibit SW-8/G (Colly,). 
32. SW-9, Mr. Jitmal Doley, Superintendent of Police, Nalbari District, 

Assam stated that the affidavit dated 18*^ February, 2009 was deposed to by 
him, the contents whereof were true and correct to his knowledge and that the 
enclosures thereto, Annexure-1 to Annexure-12 (Colly.), were true copies of 
the official records of his District, that the said annexures pertained to the 
incidents in his District in which the ULFA was involved and that the activities 
of ULFA were well documented in his District and there was strong evidence 
(including witnesses) to show that it was ULFA which was carrying on all 
these nefarious activities. The unlawful and illegal activities of UL/FA 
included killing, kidnapping for ransom, extortion and attacks on the security 
forces of the State, and were in fact in the nature of waging war against the 
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State, which, and if allowed to continue could have serious consequences. The 
atTidavit of this witness along with all its enclosures was exhibited as Exhibit 
SW-9/H (Colly.). 

33. SW-10. Mr. Imdadul Hussain Bora. Superintendent of Police, Darang 
District, Assam tendered in evidence his affidavit along with Annexure I to 
Annexure XIII(A). and deposed that during the last two years, the UEFA had 
continued to indulge in acti\ ities such as extortion demands, possession and 
use of illegal arms and ammunitions and killing, that the ULFA cadres were 
listed cadres, and that the acti\ities of HLI A were in the nature ol vvaging \Aar 
against the State. I he said activities were well proved and well documented 
and it could conclusively be said that they were the handiwork of ULFA. The 
affidavit of this witness along w ith all its enclosures was exhibited as Exhibit 
SW-IO/J (Colly.). 

34. SW-1 1, Mr. Take Ringu, Superintendent of Police, Special Branch. 
PHQ Itanagar, Arunachal Pradesh tendered in evidence his affidavit dated 12"’ 
March, 2009 along with its enclosures pertaining to the incidents indulged in 
by the ULFA militants in the (i) Tirap, (ii) Changlang, (iii) Lohit, (iv) Lower 
Debang Valley and (v) the East Siang Districts. I he aftldavit of this witness 
along with its enclosures was exhibited as Exhibit SW-ll/K (Colly.). The 
witness unequivocally stated that whenever there was any operation by the 
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ULFA in Assam, the ULFA took shelter in the State of Arunachal Pradesh, 


where also it had created terror by killing of security forces and other innocent 
persons and by extortions. Ihe ULFA in fact used the State of Aninaehal 
Pradesh as a corridor for going to Myanmar, where they had their camps. Just 

prior to the filing of his affidavit on 12^^ March, 2009, the witness slated, one 

of the ULFA cadres had surrendered in Changlang District in or around 10'*^ 
March, 2009 with their arms and ammunitions, vvhich vvere also surrendered. 
In the current month also, i.e,, in April, 2009. he deposed, inputs had been 
received that the ULFA was having camps in the Lower Debang Valley 
District. There were also inputs that they were involved in extortion demands 
from the members of the business community, especially non*loca!s, and had 
links with the National Socialist Council of Nagaland - Khaplang (NSCN K) 
and other anti-social organisations. 

35. SW-12, Mr. Ajoy Kumar Ojah, Additional Superintendent of Police. 

Tirap District Khonsa, Arunachal Pradesh tendered in evidence his affidavit 

along with its annexures as Exhibit SW-12/L (Colly.). He deposed that on i 5**‘ 
August, 2008, the Assam Rifles had apprehended a member of the ULF.A. 
outfit, namely, Vimal Gogoi from Kanubari Market of Tirap District and 
recovered four live ammunitions of AK-47 rifle fry^m his possession. In this 
connection, case FIR No.8/2008 under Sections 10/13 of Unlawful Activilicis 
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Prevention Act, 1967 read with Section 25(1) of the Arms Act had been 
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registered at Police Station Kanubari. He further stated that the ULFA had 
started making serious inroads into the Tirap District. 

36. SW-13, Mr. Raken Padu, Superintendent of Police, East Siang District 

Pasighat, Arunachal Pradesh deposed that the affidavit dated 27.04.2009 with 
its supportive documents Annexures-'A' to 'G' was sworn by him. He stated 
that his territory was being used as a hide-out by ULFA after committing 
operations in the territory as well as in other areas of Assam. On 06.03.2008, 
two young men, viz., Shri Ranjit Pait and Shri Jiten Morang of Gadam Tinali 
Village located on the border of East Siang and Lower Debang Valley District 
went missing. A search was launched for them in the dense forest, but the duo 
could not be traced out. The father of Ranjit Pait, Head Constable APP Shri 
B.Pait then received a telephone call from SS LT Mohan Borah alias Jiten 
Dutta of ULFA to the effect that his son Ranjit Pait and brother-in-law Jiten 
Morang had been killed for being army informers and working against the 
ULFA, Their dead bodies were subsequently found concealed in the jungle of 
Namsing Village area, which had decomposed by the time they were found. In 
this connection, case FIRNo.39/08 under Sections 364/302/120(B)/201/34 IPC 
had been registered at Police Station Pasighat. Six persons were rounded up 
from Duimukh Village allegedly for assisting the criminals. Two more persons 
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both sympathizers of ULFA were absconding from Duimukh Village since 
07.03.2008. Threatening calls were also received by the Police warning them 
not to arrest anybody from Duimukh Village otherw ise there would be contlict 
between the people of Assam and Arunachal Pradesh. In view of the aforesaid 
threat perception, patrolling had been intensified in Paglam, Namsing and 
Duimukh Village areas and a combing operation had also been undertaken. 
During the combing operation in Duimukh jungle, the police recovered and 
seized some medicines and two solar plates with batteries. The affidavit of this 
witness along with all its enclosures was exhibited as Exhibit SW-I3/M 
(Colly.). 

37. SW-14, Mr. Kime Aya, Superintendent of Police, Changlang District, 

Arunachal Pradesh stated that his affidavit dated 27'^ April, 2009 be read in 
evidence against the ULFA and that the annexures enclosed with the affidavit 
were true copies of the official records. He stated that the main activities of 
ULFA were extortions and killings and that the ULFA had links with local 
insurgent groups and was using the Changlang District as a corridor for going 
to Myanmar and from Myanmar back to India. The main persons who were 
the targets of the ULFA were business persons from whom the ULFA extorted 
money for the purpose of raising funds. The organization “Oil India Limited” 
and its officials was another target and the general public was being used as 
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carriers. Around 10*^ March, 2009, one of the ULFA cadres had surrendered 
in the Changlang District with their arms, ammunitions, walkie-talkie, etc. The 
affidavit of this witness along with all its annexures was exhibited as Exhibit 
SW-14/N (collectively). 

38. SW-15, Mr. Tojo Karga, Superintendent of Police, District Lower 

Debang Valley, Roing, Arunachal Pradesh stated that affidavit dated April, 
2009 was deposed to by him, the contents whereof were true and. correct to his 
knowledge and that Annexure-V (Colly.) comprised of true copies of the 
official records of District Lower Debang Valley, Roing, Arunachal Pradesh. 
He deposed that his District was being used as a hide-out by the ULFA cadres 
after their operations, that the ULFA had links with other banned 
organizations, including the National Socialist Council of Nagaland 
(Khaplang) [NSCN-K]; that there was a public out-cry against the activities of 
ULFA; and that in fact the harassment and terror caused to the public by the 
ULFA had resulted in the public organizing a rally, which was to take place on 
the same day in his District, i.e., on 27*'’ April, 2009. He also deposed that 
apart fi'om the instances mentioned in the annexures to his affidavit, there had 
been another instance in the last week of March, 2009 of extortion of a 
businessman from Rajasthan. Out of fear, the said businessman had to leave 
his business activities in the State of Arunachal Pradesh and flee from the 
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Stale. 1 he affidavit of this witness along with all its enclosures was exhibited 


as Exhibit SW-IS/O (Colly.). 


39, SW-16, Mr. Isaac Pertin, Superintendent of Police, Lohit District Tezu, 

Arunachal Pradesh deposed that the affidavit dated 27"' April, 2009 had been 
sworn by him, the contents of which were true and correct to his knowledee. 
He further stated that the annexures enclosed with his affidavit were true 
copies derived from the official records of his District. He also deposed that 
whenever there was an operation in the Stale of Assam by the UEFA, his 
District was being used as a hide-out and that temporary- camps were set up by 
the UEFA for the afore.said purpose in his District. The main object of the 
lU.FA w^as to destabilize the country and in order to achieve this object, it had 
created terror amongst the people by carrying on the nefarious activities of 
attacking the security forces, and resorting to extortion and killing of innocent 
persons. The members of the security forces and the members of the business 
community were being specially targetled. Fhe Ed.FA, SW-16 stated, had 
links with other banned organisations, including the National Socialist Council 
ol Nagaland -Khaplang (NSCN-K) which was very active in the State. I he 
affidavit of this witness along with all its enclosures was exhibited as Exhibit 
SW-16/P (Colly.). 


40. No one repre.sented the ULFA during the course of sittings at Shillong 
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on 26^*’ and 27‘^ April, 2009 nor anyone from the general public participated in 
the enquiry on the said dates. The Central Government was represented 
through Mr. Baidev Malik and Mr. Shailendra Sharma, Advocates, the State of 
Assam through Mr. Avijit Roy, Advocate, the State of Meghalaya through Mr. 
Ranjan Mukherjee, Advocate and the State of Arunachal Pradesh through Mr. 
Anil Srivastava, Advocate. The evidence of the five witnesses of the State of 
Meghalaya, the evidence of six witnesses of the State of Arunachal Pradesh 
and the evidence of five witnesses of the State of Assam was recorded at 
Shillong. The respective counsel for the State of Meghalaya as well as the 
State of Arunachal Pradesh thereafter closed their evidence. A statement was 
made by the learned counsel for the State of Assam that he had twenty more 
witnesses to examine, who would be subsequently produced, at Guwahati. 

41. The Tribunal accordingly had sittings at Guwahati from iC*' to 14* 
May, 2009 for the purpose of recording the evidence of the remaining 
witnesses of the State of Assam at Guwahati. SW-17 to SW-36 appeared in 
the witness box at Guwahati to support the notification declaring the ULFA to 
be an unlawftil association. Here again, no one appeared to rebut the case of 
the State's witnesses and thus the ULFA remained unrepresented throughout. 
The witnesses examined at Guwahati were SW -17 to SW-36. 

42. SW-17, Mr. Arabinda Kalita, Superintendent of Police, Morigaon 
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District, Assam in the course of his testimony stated that the affidavit dated 
February, 2009 along with its Annexures, Exhibit SW-17/Q (Colly.), was 
deposed to by him. In his said affidavit, he had cited instances of the criminal 
activities in which the ULFA was involved, which were corroborated by the 
case diaries. The objective of ULFA, the witness testified, was to secede 
Assam from India by means of violent activities carried out by its cadres, such 
as large scale kidnappings, extortions, killings, activities involving dishonour 
to the national flag, intimidation and recruitment of young persons to its 
cadres. The ULFA had links with terrorist organizations, such as Kamtapur 
Liberation Organisation (KLO), Peoples Liberation Army of Manipur (PLA), 
All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF), Karbi-Longri North Cachar Hills Liberation 
Front (KLNLF) and National Democratic Front of Bodoland (NDFB). It also 
had links with Bangladesh and with Pakistan (ISI). 

43. SW-18, Mr. Sri Madan Chetia, Commandant, Commando Batalion, 

North Guwahati stated iri the witness box that the affidavit dated 18 
February, 2009 along w^ith the enclosures, Exhibit SW-18/R (Colly.), was 
deposed to by him. He cited instances in his affidavit of the unlawful and 
illegal activities of ULFA and stated that the case diaries revealed the 
involvement of the members of the ULFA in the commission of the aforesaid 


crimes. The ULFA, he stated, had links with other banned organizations in the 





North-East, namely, Nirtional Socialist Council of Nagaland - Khaplang 
Faction (NSCN-K), All TYipura Tiger Force (ATTF) and also had nexus with 
the ISI, both in West Pakistan and Bangladesh. 

44 . SW-19, Mr. Sri Rana Bhuyan, Superintendent of Police, Baksa District, 

Mushalpur (BTAD), Assam tendered in evidence his affidavit along with its 
enclosures as Exhibit SW-19/S (Colly.). In his aforesaid affidavit, he too cited 
instances of the unlawful and illegal activities being carried on by the ULFA. 
He deposed that the ULFA was engaged in bomb explosions in public places, 
murder, kidnapping, extortion for ransom etc., that it had links with other 
banned organizations like National Democratic Front of Bodoland (NDFB), 
Kamtapur Liberation Organisation (KLO), and the National Socialist Council 
of Nagaland - Isak Muivah Faction (NSCN-IM). Apart from this, the ULFA 
had active links with Bangladesh and with the ISI. 

45. SW-20, Mr. Lachit Baruah, Superintendent of Police, Bongaigaon 

District, Assam stated in the witness box that his affidavit al(Hig with its 
annexures, collectively marked as Exhibit SW.20yT, was true and correct to his 
knowledge. He deposed that the ULFA was engaged in anti-social and anti- 
legal activities, such as kidnappings for ransom, extortions, bomb explosions 
and killings and its aim was to create fear amongst the people so as to terrify 
them and thus to carry on its terrorist activities. He too testified that the ULFA 
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by him and that his said affidavit along with its enclosures was Exhibit SW- 
22/V (Colly.). The goal of ULFA, he deposed, was to secede Assam from 
India by waging war against the State and by violent means, such as bomb 
blasts, kidnappings for ransom, extortions, killing of innocent persons and in 
fact, the killing of all those who stand for peace and tranquility. He deposed 
that in Assam, the ULFA had links with other banned organizations, such as 
National Socialist Council of Nagaland (Khaplang faction) (NSCN-K), 
Kamtapur Liberation Organisation (KLO) and All Tripura Tiger Force 
(A.TTF). It also had links with various foreign countries with its main base at 
Bangladesh. Its cadres were trained with the ISI at Pakistan and Afghanistan. 
48. SVv'-23, Mr. Akhilesh Kumar Singh, Superintendent of Poyce Goaipara 

District, Assam tendered in evidence his affidavit dated 1/'^ 2009 

along with its enclosures as Exhibit SW-23/W (C'olly), and testihec" about the 
secessionist activities of ULFA, which, he stated, wa.s waging war against the 
country by indulging in bomb blasts, ethnic killing of Hindi speakiiig persons, 
large scale extortions and large scale attacks on security personnel. U had links 
with the National Democratic Front of Bodoland (NDFB), National Socialist 
Council of Nagaland (Khaplang faction) (NSCN-K) and the Kamtapur 
Liberation Organisation (KLO), which were Indian militant outfits. It also had 
nexus with foreign entities, like the ISI in West Pakistan and Bangladesh.

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49. SW-24, Mr. Devojyoti Mukherjee, Superintendent of Police, Barpeta 

District, Assam tendered in evidence his affidavit along with its enclosures as 
Exhibit SW-24/X (Colly.) and testified about the secessionist and criminal 
activities oTULFA, regarding which specific instances were cited by him in his 
affidavit. He corroborated the version of the earlier witnesses that the ULFA 
had links with other banned militant organisations as well as with the I SI, and 
with foreign countries, such as Afghanistan, West Pakistan and Bangladesh. 

50. S W-25, Mr. Anurag Agarwal, Superintendent of Police, Special Branch 
(G), testified that his affidavit dated 18'*’ February, 2009 was sworn by him and 
the enclosures with the affidavit were true copies of the documents derived 
from the official records of the District (collectively marked as Exhibit SW- 
25/Y). The same depicted the various instances of the unlawful activities in 
which the ULFA was involved, such as bomb blasts, mass killing of innocent 
persons, extortion, criminal intimidation and ethnic killing of Hindi speaking 
persons. The ULFA, he deposed, had links with the National Democratic Front 
of Bodoland (NDFB), Kamtapur Liberation Organisation (KLO), National 
Socialist Council of Nagaland (Khaplang) (NSCN-K) and All Tripura Tiger 

/^attFV which were all banned militant organizations in India. It also 
had links with foreign milita t organizations, such as the ISI, and its cadres 
werf trained in Bangladesh, ^ est Pakistan and Afghanistan. 
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51. SW-26, Mr. Anand Prakash Tiwari, Superintendent of Police, Udalguri 
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District, Assam next appeared in the witness box to tender in evidence his 
affidavit along with its enclosures as Exhibit SW-26/Z (Colly.), and to state 
that the instances cited in his affidavit about the illegal activities of ULFA 
were true and correct to his knowledge and the enclosures with his affidavit 
were derived from the official records of the District. The goal and motto of 
ULFA, he deposed, was to make Assam a separate and sovereign State by all 
kinds of insurgent activities. He cited the instance of the Headman of the 
Village Bhagatpara, who was shot dead recently by the ULFA cadres. The 
ULFA, he stated, had links with other banned organizations, such as National 
Socialist Council of Nagaland (Khaplang) (NSCN-K) and National Democratic 
Front of Bodoland (NDFB) and the Maoists from Jharkhand, apart from having 
links with the ISI in West Pakistan and Bangladesh. The ULFA cadres were 
trained in Pakistan, Afghanistan and Nepal to carry on its nefarious activities. 
52. SW-27, Mr. Krishna Kumar Sharma, Superintendent of Police, Karbi 

Anglong, Assam deposed to the veracity of his affidavit dated 18'^ February, 
2009 and its enclosures, citing instances of the involvement of ULFA in 
unlawful and illegal activities [Exhibit SW-27/AA (Colly.)]. Significantly, he 
deposed that the top hierarchy of the ULFA ranks was stationed at Bangladesh 
and had links with the ISI in Bangladesh as well as in West Pakistan. The 
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ULFA cadres were also being trained in Bangladesh and West Pakistan, in 
India, the ULFA had links with other banned militant organizations, such as 
the National Democratic Front of Bodoland (NDFB) and the National Socialist 
Council of Nagaland - Isak Muivah (NSCN-IM). From their interrogation 
reports, it was more than evident that the ULFA w'as engaged in secessionist 
activities detrimental to the peace and security of the State of Assam. 

53. SW-28, Mr. Surendra Kumar, Superintendent of Police, Sonitpur. 

Assam deposed that his affidavit dated 18'^^ February, 2009 along with its 
annexures collectively marked as Exhibit SW'-28/BB was true and correct to 
his knowledge. He testified that he had cited certain casses in his aifidav ii 
with regard to the activities of ULFA, which clearly proved the fact t!\al ihc 
ULFA was engaged in creating an independent secessionist Suite through 
armed struggle and terrorist activities. The ULFA had links with the National 
Democratic i rv^.nt of Bodoland (NDFF3), the National Socialist CTHiju,;! ol 
Nagaland (Khaplang) (NSCN-K), Kamtapur Liberation Organisation (Kl.C)) 
and other banned militant organizations, and more particularly with tire IS! m 
West Pakistan, Bangladesh and Afghanistan. 

54. SW-29, Mr Shyamal Prasad Saikia, Superintendent of Police. Sis asagar 
District, Assam deposed to the veracity of his affidavit, which, along w ith the 
annexures was collectively marked as Exhibit SW-29/CC. He testilied that m 
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his District, the ULFA was engaged in large scale extortion and killing of non- 
Assamese persons, in particular Hindi speaking persons and persons who hail 
from outside the State. He further testified that he had cited, as instances, 
some of the cases which bear out the fact that ULFA was involved in illegal 

and unlawful activities within his District. For instance, on 16^^ February, 
2008, arms and ammunitions had been recovered from the ULFA in an 
operation which was conducted by him and which conclusively showed the 
involvement of ULFA extremists in subversive and unlawful activities against 
the country. Four of the five ULFA cadres had been killed while one had 
managed to escape during the course of the encounter. In another operation on 

A 

10 June, 2008, the Police from his District and the Arniy had been forced to 
open fire and one ULFA militant had got killed while one of his associates, 
namely, Aditya Naidu @ Tarun @ Karma Panday was apprehended by the 

Army personnel. On 15^^ June, 2008, on the basis of credible information, yet 
another operation was conducted against the ULFA militants, resulting in 
killing of certain persons from the ULFA cadres and recovery of arms and 
ammunitions. I'he witness also corroborated that the ULFA which was waging 
war against the State of Assam and the Union of India had links with the 
National Socialist Council of Nagaland (NSCN), Karbi-Longri North Cachar 


Hills Liberation Front (KLNLF) and National Democratic Front of Bodoland 
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(NDFB) as well as with ISI in West Pakistan and Bangladesh. 

55. SW-30, Mr. Satyaraj Hazarika, Superintendent of Police, Dhemaji, 

Assam appeared in the witness box to tender in evidence the affidavit of Shri 
K J. Saikia, the erstwhile Superintendent of Police of Dhemaji District, who 
was unable to appear in the witness box for medical reasons. The said affidavit 
along with its annexures was exhibited as Exhibit SW-30/DD (Colly.), on 
which the witness identified the signatures of Shri Kangkan Jyoti Saikia on 
each and every page of the affidavit. The witness stated that the two cases 

cited in the affidavit with regard to the incidents which took place on 30^'^ 

May, 2007 and 3'''^ April, 2008 proved substantially the involvement of UEFA 
in subversive and illegal activities, though the same were by way of illustration 
only, as there were several other cases pending against the ULFA and their 
involvement was well known and well established. The ULFA, he testified, 
was working very' closely with the ISI apart from other banned organisations in 
India such as National Democratic Front of Bodoland (NDFB), National 
Socialist Council of Nagaland (NSCN) and Kamtapur Liberation Organisation 
(KLO), and had camps in Afghanistan, West Pakistan, Bangladesh and 

Myanmar. 

56. SW-31, Mr. A. Deka, Superintendent of Police, Chirang District, Assam 

deposed to the veracity of his affidavit with its annexures collectively marked 


as SW-31/EE, He lesiified about the aims and objtxiivcs of the HUFA hcii^ to 
secede from the Union of India through violent means and bj indulging in 
kidn^)ping, killing of innocent pcisons, bomb blasts and the like. The eases 
cited by him in his affidavit, he stated, cleariy established the inwlvcmcnt of 
ULFA in subversive activities in his State. The said cases, he underlined, were 
illustrative and not exhaustive as there were innumerable cases against the 
ULFA in his District. The ULFA had links with the Kamtapur Liberation 
Organisation (KLO), the National Socialist Council of Nagaland (NSCN), the 
National Democratic Front of Bodoland (NDFB) and a deep nexus with 
Bangladesh and with the ISI of West Pakistan. 

57. SW-32, Mr. Sayed Ataul Karim, Superintendent of Police, Lakhimpur 

District, Assam appeared in the witness box to tender in evidence his affidavit 
along with its Annexures marked as Exhibit SW-32/FF (Colly.) and to testify 
that the ULFA was a secessionist extremist organization involved in waging 
war against the Government of India and indulging m killing of tmiocad 
persons, particularly Hindi speaking persons, members of the business dasaes, 
security personnel and members of the minority community. He stated dal hft 
had cited by way of illustration three cases in his affidavit to bear out the 
involvement of the ULFA in secessionist activities. Raja Baruah, who was 
arrested in one of the said cases, was an ULFA extremist and his recorded 
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slatement admitting the said fact had been enclosed by him along with his 

affidavit. He further stated that on 07.04.2008, at about 4,30 a.m.. i.e. on ihe 

Raising Day of ULFA, an ULFA flag bearing the IJl FA symbc-l {h«a!f rising 

sun in the middle) was found hoisted by the Police of his District at Kaiabtiri 

Tiniali under Ghiiamara Police Station by UL.FA activists to show their mofio 

of criminal conspiracy to wage war against the Government of India isnd to 

secede Assam from the Union of India. The said flag was seized by a seizure 

memo, which was enclosed by him with his affldavit. The vvitr^ess further 

testified that the ULFA had nexus with other banned militant organi/.alions in 

India and abroad, such as the National Dernocralic Front of Bodobnd (NDFB), 

Kamtapur Inberatioii Organisation (KLO) and Liberation Tigei's of Tamii Bfam 

(LTTE). It had links with foreign countries, namely, Bangladesh, Bhutan, 

West Pakistan and Myanmar, where its cadres received training and took 

shelter. It also had nexus with the Maoists in Nepal and Jaish-e-Mohammed m 

West Pakistan, which was supported by the ISL 

58. SW-BS, Mr. Nitul Gogol, Superintendent of Police, Nagao^^, Oistnci, 
A^am deposed to the veracity of his affidavii dated 18* Februaty, 2009, 
with its sixteen Annexures, as Exhibit SW-33/GG (Colly.). He that 

his affidavit may be treated as evidence against the LfLFA, whose principal 
aim was to secede Assam from the Union of India by creating tejTor amongst 
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the peace loving people and by indulging in bomb blasts, kidm^ings for 
ransom, murder and criminal intimidation of Govemin«it servairts and 
business class persons and, in fact, all those who do not s)4q[X)rt dieir ideology. 
He stated that he had cited in his affidavit four cases which clemly showed the 
involvement of ULFA, but the said cases were illustrative only and not 
exhaustive. The ULFA had active links with the National Socialist Comcii of 
Nagaland (F4SCN), Kamtapur Liberation Organisation (KLO) and National 
Democratic Front of Bodoland (NDFB) in India and with the IS! in Pakistw. 
Their camps were situate in Bangladesh and they received training in 
Afghanistain and West Pakistan. 

59. SW-34, Ms. Banya Gogoi, Superintendent of Police, Special Operation 

Unit (SOU), Assam, Dispur, Guwahati tendered in evidence her as 

Exhibit SW-34/HH (Colly.), and stated that the contents of the and 

those of the annexures enclosed with the affidavit of Mr. S.K. Rcqt, Joiei 
Secretary, Home and Political Department, Government of Assam 
were true and correct. In her testimony, this witness delineated the rok olTsIbe 
Special Branch in curbing the activities of ULFA by collecting 
inputs from all the Districts and also from their own channels and souvee^. Slbe 
stated that all the District Superintendents of Police reported to iheiir kwmdh 
with regard to the information received by them about the activities of I 
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and that whenever the Special Branch acquired intelligence inputs with regard 

to ULFA activities, it disseminated the information to the Districts for 

necessary action against ULFA and also communicated the information to the 

higher authorities, i.e., the Police Headquarters and the Government of Assam. 

The witness further stated that the aim and objective of ULFA was to liberate 

Assam by waging war against the country and by armed struggle against the 

Government of India. The ULFA was running training camps in Upper 

Myanmar as well as in Sherpur District in Bangladesh. In 2008, the witness 

stated, as set out in her affidavit, the ULFA had observed its Raising Day and 

Aimy Day in the training camp of Sherpur District of Bangladesh and in the 

flat of Mr. Paresh Baruah in Dhaka, as per information derived from two 

surrendered ULFA cadres, whose statements were annexed with the affidavit 

of SW-6, Mr. S.K. Roy. The witness further stated that the ULFA was still 

continuing its recruitment drive and had recruited a large number of youth 

from different parts of the State, who were being imparted training by foreign 

agencies such as ISI in Pakistan and DGFI of Bangladesh. This training was 

imparted with a view to train ULFA in carrying out terrorist activities. The 

witness also highlighted the link betweer the ULFA and the Islamic militants, 

who had together chalked out a plan to h jack an aircraft from Guwahati. The 

statements of IILFA cadres were reco’ ded in this context and formed part and

parcel of the affidavit of SW-6, Mr. S.K. Roy. The witness finther deposed 
that the ULFA had been regularly asking the people of Assam to boycott the 
observance of Republie Day and Independence Day and to observe general 
strike on these two specific days in the State. The paper clippings of 
publkatioiis in local dailies in this regard had also been enclosed with the 
affidavit of SW-6, Mr. S.K. Roy along with the detailed chart showing the 



involvement of ULFA in murderous attacks, bomb blasts, kidnappings, 
extortions, large scale destruction of public and private property and serial 
killings. The mouth-piece of ULFA, the witness stated, was “FREEDOM”. 
The contents of this publication related to waging war against the State and 
publication of articles in older to boost the morale of the ULFA cadres. 
Viewed comprehensively, according to the witness, these activities were 
designed by the ULFA to wage war against the Government of India and to 
strike at the sovereignty of the Nation, and included targeting of the national 
resources of the country, such as the Oil Sector, the Surface Transport and the 
Communication Network. In the last three or four years, their emphasis had 
been on large scale killings of innocent persons by explosions, by targeting 
busy thoroughfares, crowded market places and business centres, as their aim 

was to attract limelight. 

60. SW-34, Ms. Banya Gogoi also deposed about the two recent instances 
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of bomb blasts in Guv/ahati city which took place on 31^^ March, 2009 and 6^^' 

April, 2009, the links o; l)IJ'A with All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF), National 

Democratic kront of Bodoland (NDFB), Pcpoitvs liberation Army of Manipur 

(PLA), National Socsabsi Councii of Nagaland (Khaplang faction) (NSCN-K) 

and Kamtapur Liberation Organisation (KLO). The latter, she stated, was 

active in the North Bengal corridor of West Bengal The LSI of Pakistan and 

the DGFI of Bangladesh, the witness further stated, was also actively 

supporting the Ld FA and its activities. Ihe Chief of Staff of LT.FA and its 

Central executive Conjnmtee members were already there in Bangladesh and 

the Govemnient of Assant had positive information lo the effect that the 

erstwhile Government of Bangladesh had been actively and iogisticaliy 

supporting the ULI'A cadres. The instructions for the activities of ULFA, 

according to the s^itness, came from the top hierarchy in Bangladesh and were 

implemented in the State of Assam by the middle level and the lov/er middle 

level cadres. Tnc very fact that the IJLFA cadres had taken refiige in foreign 

countries showed ihat me uLFA was being actively supported by countnes 

such as Bangladesh ;md f’akistan, otheiwise they could not have sustained in 

the said countries, 

61. SW-34, Ms. Banya Gogol also tendered in evidence an additional 

affidavit dated 14*^ May, 2009 with regard to the publication in the English 
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and vernacular newspapers, the broadcasting and telecasting and affixation of 

notices with regard to the sittings of the Tribunal held in Guwahati on the 11^*^, 

12^^, 13^*^ and 14*^ May, 2009. The said affidavit was marked as Exhibit SW- 
34/JJ (Colly.). 

62. SW-35, Mr. Diganta Barah, Superintendent of Police, Tinsukia District, 

Assam next appeared in the witness box to depose about the veracity of his 
affidavit, which, along with its Annexures was exhibited as Exhibit SW-35/KK 
(Colly.). The aim and objective of ULFA, the witness stated, was to wage war 
against the Government of India demanding the secession of Assam from the 
Union of India through violent means. In his District, he stated, the ULFA was 
extremely active and was involved in large scale kidnapping, extortion and 
killing of innocent persons, thereby creating a fear psychosis among the 
general public. The witness also testified about the bomb explosions in his 
District and that the statements of witnesses unequivocally established that the 
said bomb explosions were the handiwork of ULFA. He deposed about the 
active links of ULFA with other banned militant organizations in India, such as 
Kamtapur Liberation Organisation (KLO), National Socialist Council of 
Nagaland (NSCN) and National Democratic Front of Bodoland (NDFB) as 
well as its links with the ISI in West Pakistan and in Bangladesh and also with 


militant organisations in Afghanistan. He cited instances in his affidavit and

testimony regarding the activities of hard core militants in the ULFA cadres. 

63. SW-36, Mr. Bir Bikram Gogoi, Additional Superintendent of Police 

(Head Quarter), Golaghat District, Assam tendered in evidence his affidavit 
dated 19'^ February, 2009 along with its enclosures as Exhibit SW-36 Lt 
(Colly.), and deposed that the aim and objective of ULFA was to secede 
Assam from the country. The witness also deposed about the nature ol 
offences committed by the ULFA in his District, such as extortion, murder, 
kidnapping and sabotage by use of explosives. He stated that he had presented 
six cases in his affidavit which established that the ULFA was engaged in 
waging war against the State, but the said cases were illustrative and not 
exhaustive. He also testified that the killings, extortions and bomb explosions 
were continuing unabated. The ULFA, he stated, had active links with banned 
militant organizations in the country, such as both factions of the National 
Socialist Council of Nagaland (NSCN) and with the National Democratic 
Front of Bodoland (NDFB) and also with certain organizations which were not 
banned, such as Karbi-Longri North Cachar Hills Liberation Front (KLNLF). 
The witness stated that they had definitive evidence from revelations made by 
various ULFA cadres after their arrest as well as from other sources that the

ULFA had active links with foreign entities and organisations, such as the 
Pakistan Inter-Service Intelligence (ISI) and other Jehadi organizations like 
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HUJI, etc. based in West Pakistan and in Bangladesh. 


64 . SW-37, Mr. R.R. Jha, Director to the Government of India, Ministry of 

Home Affairs, New Delhi appeared in the witness box to tender in evidence his 
affidavit along with its Annexures, which affidavit, he stated, bore his 
signatures. He deposed that the affidavit and the Annexures, exhibited as 
Exhibit SW-37/MM (Colly.), may be read as part of his evidence. He also 
testified that even after the filing of his affidavit on 24*'’ Februaiy, 2009, the 
ULFA was continuing with its unlawful and illegal activities in the States of 
Assam, Meghalaya, Arunachal Pradesh and Nagaland. The details of the 
major incidents committed by the ULFA during the years 2006,2007 and 2008 
were delineated in his affidavit and in Annexure-Ill thereto, including incidents 
of explosion, attacks on Hindi speaking persons, encounters with security 
forces, attacks/kidnappings of civilians, incidents of extortion, incidents of 
arson, hoisting of the flag of the ULFA on the occasion of ULFA's Raising 
Day on 7*** April, 2008, snatching of the national flag by two ULFA cadres on 
August 15, 2008, incidents of blasts on August 15, 2008 (Independence Day). 
Also delineated were particulars of the ULFA's extortion drive, its recruitment 
and training in foreign soil, training of handling explosives, nexus with Jehadis 
and the ISI , nexus with foreign intelligence agencies, such as the DGFI 
(Directorate General of Forces Intelligence) and BDR of Bangladesh and the 
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establishing of a new camp by the ULFA in Bhutan in the wake of the 
operations by the Royal Bhutan Army, and ULFA's boycott call of the 
Republic Day and the Independence Day, 

65. After the recording of the statement of SW-37 Shri R.R. Jha. Shri 
Baldev Malik. Advocate closed the evidence of the Union of India. Thus, in 
all, five witnesses were examined by the State of Meghalaya, six witnesses by 
the State of Arunachal Pradesh, twenty-five witnesses by the State of Assam 
and one witness on behalf of the Central Government, who tendered on behalf 
of the Central Government a substantial affidavit by way of evidence. All the 
aforesaid witnesses were available for cross-examination with the relevant 
records, but despite service of notice on the ULFA and the widespread 
publicity given to the sittings of the Tribunal at Shillong, Guwahati and New 
Delhi, there was no representation from the ULFA, at any juncture. Then 
again, despite opportunity' given, no one from the public appeared to tender 
any affidavit or evidence whatsoever. 

66. The case was listed for arguments on 19^*^ May, 2009, on which date 
submissions were made on behalf of the Union of India and the States of 
Assam, Meghalaya and Arunachal Pradesh. Again, there was no 
representation on behalf of the ULFA nor any person from the general public 


appeared before the Tribunal. 
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67. An analysis of the evidence on record establishes that the ideology of 

the ULFA, which association came into existence on April 07, 1979 at the 
historic Rongghar Maidan in Sivasagar District following the teachings of; 
Marzism and Mao-Leninism, was to establish an independent and soverign 
country in Assam. The means adopted was an armed struggle, the ULFA 
avowedly being a revolutionary political group. To achieve this end, the 
ULFA adopted its own flag and emblem and provided for its own 
infrastructure, including its own Central Executive Assembly and Judiciary 
Department. The constitution of the ULFA even provided for the appointment 
of a Foreign Secretary and the Chief of the Army. 

68. The evidence further establishes that the ULFA to achieve its objective 
is active in varying degrees all over the Brahmaputra Valley, including the 
States of Assam, Meghalaya, Arunachal Pradesh and Nagaland. Recently, it 
appears to have increased its activities in the East and West Garo Hills of 
Meghalaya, which the outfit routinely uses for transportation ot weapons ana 
explosive materials. In Arunachal Pradesh, it has shown its presence in the 
Lohit, Changlang and Tirap District», which the outft uses for infiltration from 
or exfiltration to Myanmar, where the base camps of the 28 Battalion of the 
outfit are located. Charts of the details of major incidents committed oy the 
ULFA particularly during the years 2006, 2007 and 2008 and the areas where 
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they were committed have been deposed to by a number o! wiiiie^scs. 

including SW-6, Shri S.K. Roy, Joint Secretary. Home and Poiiticri! 

Department, Assam Sachivalaya, Dispur, Cujwahati and S\V-37. Mr, R R jlia. 

Director to the Government of India, Ministry of Horne Affairs. New Delfii 

69. The Witnesses in one voice have deposed about (he eoercEvf njethods 
used by the ULFA including bomb explosions, inurdcroirs a:lacks and 
extortions, and the general atmosphere of terror created bv ibis oulfit, 
compelling most of the victims of extortion to pay lo the oiillit huiic sums ot 
money even without infonning the Police. The 1 d l A's widespread cxto.oioii 
it is on record, have yielded the outfit crores of rupees, which are bong uiiliscd 
tor financing its organisational machinery, training programmes and arms 
procurement drive. 

70. It is evidence that the outfit was initialf, declared an 'unl.awfu! 
association’ under the UnlawRil Activities (Prevention) Act. 1%7 with efU ct 
from 27^*' November, 1990 and thereafter the notifeation declaring i MJ-A an 
'unlawful association' has been extended horn time lo time. Il alsc. cmeree, 
from the record that the criminal nclivitics of I'l.ivX despite the ban hasitm 
been extended from time to lime, continue unabated. As a mailer vd laci. sno 
violent incidents and killing of .346 persons, including 29 members ed seeunt\ 
forces are attributable to the ULFA during the period from 1" Janiiar\. 2006 to 







15'*' October, 2008. Recent reports indicate that the ULFA was involved in 9 
serial blasts in different Districts of Lower Assam on 30‘*' October, 2008, 
which resulted in the killing of 76 persons and injuring over 351 persons. 

71. A conjoint reading of the affidavits of the witnesses, who have deposed 
against the unlawful and illegal activities of ULFA, along with their statements 
made before the Tribunal conclusively establish that the illegal and violent 
activities of ULFA are intended to disrupt the sovereignty and territorial 
integrity of India in furtherance of its objective of liberation of Assam. For the 
aforesaid purpose, the ULFA, which, as stated above is a revolutionary 
political party, has allied itself with other unlawful and banned organisations of 
the North-Eastern region and even during the subsistence of the bm has 
engaged in several unlawful and violent activities with a view to secedu Assam 
from India, including a spate of extortions, killings and kidnappings for 
ransom. 3'hat it has established sanctuaries and training camps in neighbouring 
countries, particularly in Afghanistan, Pakistan and Bangladesh for the open 
propagation of anti-national activities in collusion with forces inimical to 
India's sovereignty and national integrit>' also stands established on record. 

72. Recently, as is clear from the evidence of the witnesses, it has mobilised 
its cadres for escalating its secessionist, subversive and violent activities and is 
indulging in increased killings of civilians, particularly persons from the 
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business classes and targetting of Police and Security Forces' personnel. It is 

also well documented that the ULFA is procuring and inducting more and 

more illegal arms and ammunitions from across the border, for which purpose 

it is extorting and collecting huge funds and illegal taxes from the public. The 

youth of the North-Eastern region are being incited to join its ranks for the 

furtherance of secessionist activities while the general public is living under a 

fear psychosis generated by its violent activities. 

73. Significantly also, the witnesses in unison have stated that the activities 
of ULFA are now well documented in view of the fact that they are reported to 
the Special Branch and the Police Headquarters of Assam, which, in turn, 
communicate the same to the Government of Assam. This has enabled almost 
all the witnesses to prove on record various FIRs, statements of witnesses, 
seizure lists, copies of demand letters, extortion notices and statements of 
accused persons, including interrogation statements, admitting to their criminal 
activities. 

74. The witnesses have further highlighted that the ULFA is maintaining 
operational links with the Liberation of A'chik Elite Force (LAEF). People’s 
Tdherrttion Front fPLF). National Democratic Front of Bodoland (NDI B), 

Harqat-U 1-Mujahideen (HUM Harkat-ul-Jihad-al-lslami (HUJI). A'chik 


National Volunteers Council ANVC), Kamtapur Liberation Organisation 
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(KLO), Tripura People’s Democratic Front, National Socialist Council of 
Nagaland (Isak Muivah) (NSCN-IM), National Socialist Council of Nagaland 
(Khaplang) (NSCN-K), Karbi-Longri North Cachar Hills Liberation Front 
(KLNLF), All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF), Peoples’ Liberation Army of 
Manipur (PLA), Maoists from Jharkhand, I SI in West Pakistan and 
Bangladesh, DGFI of Bangladesh and Liberation Tigers of Tamil Elam 
(LTTE), to secede Assam from India. The ULFA cadres are being imparted 
training by the Pakistani Intelligence Agency, Inter-Services Intelligence (ISI), 
in addition to being trained by their own experts. Top ULFA leaders are taking 
shelter in Bangladesh to evade arrest, where also training camps have been set 


up. It is also on record that some cadres are taking shelter in Bhutan and 
Myanmar and that the State of Assam is being used as a corridor to various 


foreign countries. Some Districts in Assam, Meghalaya and Arunachal 


Pradesh, as set out in the evidence of the witnesses mentioned hereinabove, are 


being used as hideouts. 

75. The evidence led by the Governments of Assam, Meghalaya and 


Arunahchal Pradesh as well as the evidence led by the Union of India has 
remained unrebutted and unimpeached before this Tribunal in view of the fact 
that the ULFA has pot chosen to adduce any evidence or even to file any

The lurthcr 
opinitin ot (he ( enaai sovernnicnt declaring tlte Id l A along with all its 
tactions, wings and ironi organisations as unlaw iu! associations with 
inuuediatc effect w ish a view to curtail it.s unlawful and violent activities and to 
prevent rcmobilisaimn of its cadres in tlirtherancc of its illegal aims and 
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objects also appears to be wholly justitlcd, keeping in view the threat 
perception created by this outfit despite the earlier ban orders. Accordingly, 
the declaration made by the Government of India by Notification S.O. 
No.2746(E) dated 27.11.2008, pursuant to the powers exercised under Section 
3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 deserves to be confirmed 
and it is hereby declared and held that the aforesaid Notification is confirmed. 
The reference stands answered in the terms mentioned above.
